amount of mail that is sent at : 
f hristmas lime, and we trust that j 
we can have the ro-uperaliun of the 
public by early and secure mailin? 
with proper addresses. 

"You can mark your parrels ‘Do j 
not open until Christmas,’ so mail I 
now or as quirk as you ran.”

(■((ine b.v the fumes of carbon 
monoxide pas, which they inhaled 
Hn a car in the the Holi. parape 
i into which they had climhe(l while 
; they were [dayinp about the place. 
( hildreii rnronsrioiis 

An attache of the Holt house¬ 
hold mi.ssed the children and be- 
cominp alarmed, instituted a 
search for them. Peerinp into the 
cur the attache discovered the chil¬ 
dren apiiarently aslee[i but when 
the tots were shaken they did not 
awaken and fumes of the pas as¬ 
sailed the nostrils of tho servant. 

Kushinp into the house the at¬ 
tache informed the family of the 
plipht of the children and mem- 
I hers of the household immediately 
I summoned Fire Chief Murk Kyan. 
i The fire chief from the brief 
land frantic telephone conversation 
concluded that the children had 
been overcome with carbon-mon¬ 
oxide pus fumes, and. pickinp up 
an inhulator. which is part of the 
equipment at the fire house, he 
junqied into his automobile and 

rushed to the Holt home, where he 
found the children still sufferinp 
and in a state of semi-coma from 
tho carbon-monoxide pus. Fire 
Chief Kyan applied the inhulator 
and revived the Holt children. 

Members of the Holt family and 
attaches of the household ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the Holt 

children had licen discovered just 

in the nick of time and that the 
presence of mind of b'ire Chief 
Kyan in rushinp to the rescue with 
tho department’s inhulator saved 
the lives of the Holt children.
